NTALLY MENACING 
HE INVASION? 
The 556-question Minnesota MUltiphasic Per- 
lity Inventory is given students in every 
of the country, and government and 
use the test to screen potential em- 
More than 700,000 copies dt the test 
were sold to school boards and employers in 
the past year. 
The test has been denounced by Congressional 
investigators and by psychologists as an out­ 
rageous invasion of privacy. Dr. Karl Smith, 
a professor of industrial psychology at the 
University of Wisconsin, told the Senate Sub­ 
committee on 
Constitutional Rights that the 
MMPI is a “form of medical quackery.” He 
described the test as *‘double-talk, double-deal­ 
ing, discriminatory, simple-minded and clap­ 
trap.” 
Junior high school students are required to 
answer true-false questions such as these: 
•My sex life is satisfactory. 
•I am very strongly attracted to members of 
my own sex. 
•I have never engaged in an unusual sex practice. 
•Christ performed miracles such as changing 
water to wine. 
•I go to church almost every week. 
On this and other personality tests, Martin 
Gross, author of The Brain Watchers, has con- 
. ducted extensive research. He describes them 
as inaccurate, immoral instruments whose use 
should be prohibited by law. 
‘‘The extent of this testing is frightening. It 
is used in the selection and upgrading of men 
and women in every area of life, from ministers 
to defense workers. It is used almost routinely 
in the American school system, without the 
knowledge or permission of parents, in am in­ 
vasion of privacy that is supported by the tax­ 
payer.” 
Another who has directed an intensive probe 
of personality tests used in American schools 
is Cornelius Gallagher, Democratic Congress­ 
man from New Jersey. 
He says a ‘‘Measure­ 
ment of Wants” test given California students 
asked how much money they would need to: 
j .Spit on the crucifix. 
•Eat a pound of flesh. 
.Desecrate a church service. 
Another test, designed to probe the student’s 
‘‘moral values Inventory,” sets up alternatives 
and asks the students to choose one over the 
other. Examples are: 
.Which is worse, denying the existence of God 
or hurting the feelings of a friend? 
, .Which la worse, blasphemy or using an ob­ 
scene word in referring to one’s own mother? 
•Which is worse, spitting on the Bible or 
spitting on the American flag? 
In Maryland, Baltimore students were given 
a test which asked whether any of 355 state­ 
ments applied to them. 
Typical queries, cast 
in the form of statements are: 
•Many of my dreams are about sex matters. 
•During one period when I was a youngster 
I stole things. 
•I wish I were not bothered by thoughts of sex. 
•There has been a lack of real affection and 
love in my home. 
Although given to school children throughout 
the country, these tests are shrouded in secrecy. 
Children who take the tests are admonished not 
to tell their parents the contents of the questions 
asked. 
One major firm that sells these tests warns 
in the accompanying instructions: 
“Strict ad­ 
herence to all test security instructions is strong­ 
ly urged to prevent any security breaches and 
the serious consequences thereof.” 
Objections that sex and religion are private 
matters of no concern to school boards and 
prospective employees have been dismissed by 
those who devise the tests. States the author of 
the MMPI tests, “I don’t think you can live that 
way today. 
I believe that in a society that has 
to work together, our personalities impinge on 
one another. We all make decisions about what 
kind of people we like or don’t like. Tests 
are merely tools to help make such decisions.” 
So, this kind of testing of students continues 
despite denouncement by Congressional inves­ 
tigators and psychologists that the tests are 
outrageous invasions of privacy. 
Mrs. Joan Zola felt the full impact of this 
psyche probing when she applied for a position 
with one of the largest government agencies in 
Washington. 
In National Review, she wrote 
about her experience during numerous inter­ 
views, security checks and tests designed to 
assess skills required for the government job. 
Next came a medical examination which included 
psychological testing and an encounter with the 
MMPI. 
Having studied psychology courses in 
college, Mrs. Zola was quite familiar with most 
of the tests administered. She proceeded to give 
the “right” answers to impertinent questions 
about her morals, sex life, and attitude toward 
God. 
The last so-called test was composed of ques­ 
tions requiring essay-type answers. Realizing 
that her testers wanted details about her par­ 
ents9 private lives, her moral convictions, more 
on her own sex life, and so forth, applicant Zola 
supplied a few short sentences, such as “ My 
mother is a good mother,” Oeft the rest blank, 
closed the book. 
came an interview with the doctor. When 
why she had not answered most of the 
she replied that she considered such 
to be none of the Agency's business, 


since they dealt with neither her qualifications 
nor her loyalty, nor did they have any partic­ 
ular bearing on her moral character. 
This interview she described as one of long 
silences, interrupted by such remarks from 
the doctor as, “I see you’re a Catholic. Do 
you ever hear voices, see visions?” 
He wanted to know how she squared her moral 
principles with her sex drive, and how she fared 
romantically. Just to please him she made up 
a romance in Paris. She was sent back to Per­ 
sonnel; and several weeks later, to her surprise, 
she was told that she had the job. 
The Agency flew her from her home in Califor­ 
nia to Washington where she met her instructors 
and was ready to start training. 
But, oops, 
there came word from the medical section that 
she hadn’t answered all the questions. She said 
that if the job depended on answering questions 
she considered offensive, then she didn’t want 
the job. Next was a chat with yet another brain- 
watcher, who prescribed two more days of tests. 
Mrs. Zola could figure which were the desired 
answers. 
Eventually, however, they wore her 
down to the point where she balked. When asked 
what she considered the most important thing in 
life, she ignored the psychologically-sound an­ 
swers of sex, money, and friendliness and an­ 
swered: “Saving my soul.” Her inability to draw 
pictures elicted the doctor’s comment: “difficulty 
depicting human beings.” 
A third doctor lectured her on her attitude. 
Mrs. Zola, a Fulbright scholar, writes of the 
interview with Doctor Number Three: 
. did I understand why they were doing 
this; what did I mean, the tests gave phony re­ 
sults, blah, blah. 
The doctor’s voice rose 
steadily and at last he fairly shouted, so help 
me, ‘Would you have any respect for us if we 
let you get away with this?” 
The folks in Personnel later told her she “should 
have lied cooperatively like everybody else.” 
When word finally came that she was unac­ 
ceptable, Personnel offered to fly her home to 
California, or find her another job in Washington. 
Mrs. Zola's parting shot answers a question 
about cost that bureauchiatrists will never in­ 
clude in a test: 
“The amount of money the whole thing cost the 
taxpayers pains one, but wasn't it worth it to have 
preserved the image of a well-adjusted Agency, 
free from surly dissidents harping on privacy?” 
Most of us today accept testing as “voluntary.” 
Yet even psychiatrists admit that the questions 
asked on psychological questionnaires are clev­ 
erly designed to trap the subject. Through his 
answers he is led to reveal subconscious attitudes 
and reactions of which he himself may not be 
aware. 
Are we no longer entitled the right to 
privacy and to our individual personalities? 
Here are some sample true-and-false questions 
taken from psychological and personality tests 
used by Federal agencies: 
.1 like to listen to and tell jokes in which sex 
plays a major part. 
.1 believe women ought to have as much sexual 
freedom as men. 
.1 think Lincoln was greater than Washington. 
.Sometimes I am strongly attracted by the per­ 
sonal articles of others, such as shoes, gloves, 
etc., so that I want to handle or steal them though 
I have no use for them. 
.It takes a lot of argument to convince most 
people of the truth. 
.1 have often had to take orders from someone 
who did not know as much as I did. 
.1 know who is responsible for most of my 
troubles.

The American people are becoming more and 
more aware of the inroads being made by the 
privacy invaders; they are becoming more and 
more concerned over the implications of this 
invasion; and they are making their feelings known. 
House and Senate committees have been at work 
for some time trying to unravel the often sordid 
story of privacy invasion via psychological testing 
and electronic snooping and even snooping into 
first-class mail without a search warrant. No 
device is being overlooked, not even the biggest 
martini olive for cocktail party eavesdropping; 
but these committees need the support and coop­ 
eration of all thoughtful Americans.

MONUMENTALLY MENACING 
PSYCHE INVASION? 
The 556-question Minnesota Multiphasic Per­ 
sonality Inventory is given students in every 
section of the country, and government and 
industry use the test to screen potential em­ 
ployees. 
More than 700,000 copies of the test 
were sold to school boards and employers in 
the past year. 
The test has been denounced by Congressional 
I investigators and by psychologists as an out­ 
rageous invasion of privacy. 
Dr. Karl Smith, 
a professor of industrial psychology at the 
University of Wisconsin, told the Senate Sub­ 
committee on 
Constitutional 
Rights 
that the 
MMPI is a “form of medical quackery.” 
He 
described the test as “ double-talk, double-deal­ 
ing, discriminatory, simple-minded and clap­ 
trap.* * 
Junior high school students are required to 
answer true-false questions such as these: 
.My sex life is satisfactory. 
.1 am very strongly attracted to members of 
my own sex. 
.1 have never engaged in an unusual sex practice. 
.Christ performed miracles such as changing 
water to wine. 
.1 go to church almost every week. 
On this and other personality tests, Martin 
Gross, author of The Brain Watchers, has con­ 
ducted extensive research. 
He describes them 
as inaccurate, immoral instruments whose use 
should be prohibited by law. 
“The extent of this testing is frightening. 
It 
is used in the selection and upgrading of men 
and women in every area of life, from ministers 
to defense workers. 
It is used almost routinely 
in the American school system, without the 
knowledge or permission of parents, in an in­ 
vasion of privacy that is supported by the tax­ 
payer.** 
Another who has directed an intensive probe 
I of personality tests used in American schools 
is Cornelius Gallagher, Democratic Congress­ 
man from New Jersey. 
He says a “ Measure­ 
ment of Wants** test given California students 
asked how much money they would need to: 
.Spit on the crucifix. 
.Eat a pound of flesh. 
.Desecrate a church service. 
Another test, designed to probe the student’s 
“ moral values inventory,** sets up alternatives 
and asks the students to choose one over the 
other. Examples are: 
.Which is worse, denying the existence of God 
or hurting the feelings of a friend? 
I .Which is worse, blasphemy or using an ob­ 
scene word in referring to one’s own mother? 
.Which is worse, spitting on the Bible or 
spitting on the American flag? 
In 
Maryland, Baltimore students were given 
a test which asked whether any of 355 state­ 
ments applied to them. 
Typical queries, cast 
in the form of statements are: 
.Many of my dreams are about sex matters. 
.During one period when I was a youngster 
I stole things. 
.1 wish I were not bothered by thoughts of sex. 
.There has been a lack of real affection and 
love in my home. 
Although given to school children throughout 
the country, these tests are shrouded in secrecy. 
Children who take the tests are admonished not 
to tell their parents the contents of the questions 
asked. 
One major firm that sells these tests warns 
in the accompanying instructions: 
“Strict ad­ 
herence to all test security instructions is strong­ 
ly urged to prevent any security breaches and 
the serious consequences thereof.*’ 
Objections that sex and religion are private 
matters of no concern to school boards and 
prospective employees have been dismissed by 
those who devise the tests. States the author of 
the MMPI tests, “ I don’t think you can live that 
way today. 
I believe that in a society that has 
to work together, our personalities impinge on 
one another. 
We all make decisions about what 
kind of people we like or don’t like. 
Tests 
are merely tools to help make such decisions.’’ 
So, this kind of testing of students continues 
despite denouncement by Congressional inves­ 
tigators and psychologists that the tests are 
outrageous invasions of privacy. 
Mrs. Joan Zola felt the full impact of this 
psyche probing when she applied for a position 
with one of the largest government agencies in 
Washington. 
In National Review, she wrote 
about her experience during numerous inter­ 
views, security checks and tests designed to 
assess skills required for the government job. 
Next came a medical examination which included 
psychological testing and an encounter with the 
MMPI. 
Having studied psychology courses in 
college, Mrs. Zola was quite familiar with most 
of the tests administered. She proceeded to give 
the “ right** answers to impertinent questions 
about her morals, sex life, and attitude toward 
God. 
The last so-called te3t was composed of ques­ 
tions requiring essay-type answers. 
Realizing 
that her testers wanted details about her par­ 
ents* private lives, her moral convictions, more 
on her own sex life, and so forth, applicant Zola 
supplied a few short sentences, such as “ My 
mother is a good mother,*• left the rest blank, 
and closed the book. 
Next came an interview with the doctor. When 
asked why she had not answered most of the 
questions she replied that she considered such 
matters to be none of the Agency’s business, 


since they dealt with neither her qualifications 
nor her loyalty, nor did they have any partic­ 
ular bearing on her moral character. 
This interview she described as one of long 
silences, interrupted by such remarks from 
the doctor as, “I see you’re a Catholic. Do 
you ever hear voices, see visions?’’ 
He wanted to know how she squared her moral 
principles with her sex drive, and how she fared 
romantically. 
Just to please him she made up 
a romance in Paris. She was sent back to Per­ 
sonnel; and several weeks later, to her surprise, 
she was told that she had the job. 
The Agency flew her from her home in Califor­ 
nia to Washington where she met her instructors 
and was ready to start training. 
But, oops, 
there came word from the medical section that 
she hadn’t answered all the questions. She said 
that if the job depended on answering questions 
she considered offensive, then she didn’t want 
the job. Next was a chat with yet another brain- 
watcher, who prescribed two more days of tests. 
Mrs. Zola could figure which were the desired 
answers. 
Eventually, however, they wore her 
down to the point where she balked. When asked 
what she considered the most important thing in 
life, she ignored the psychologically-sound an­ 
swers of sex, money, and friendliness and an­ 
swered: “Saving my soul.’* Her inability to draw 
pictures elicted the doctor’s comment: “difficulty 
depicting human beings.’’ 
A third doctor lectured her on her attitude. 
Mrs. Zola, a Fulbright scholar, writes of the 
interview with Doctor Number Three: 
“ . . . did I understand why they were doing 
this; what did I mean, the tests gave phony re­ 
sults, blah, blah. 
The doctor’s voice rose 
steadily and at last he fairly shouted, so help 
me, ‘Would you have any respect for us if we 
let you get away with this?*’ 
The folks in Personnel later told her she “should 
have lied cooperatively like everybody else.*’ 
When word finally came that she was unac­ 
ceptable, Personnel offered to fly her home to 
California, or find her another job in Washington. 
Mrs. Zola’s parting shot answers a question 
about cost that bureauchiatrists will never in­ 
clude in a test: 
“The amount of money the whole thing cost the 
taxpayers pains one, but wasn’t it worth it to have 
preserved the image of a well-adjusted Agency, 
free from surly dissidents harping on privacy?’* 
Most of us today accept testing as “voluntary.** 
Yet even psychiatrists admit that the questions 
asked on psychological questionnaires are clev­ 
erly designed to trap the subject. 
Through his 
answers he is led to reveal subconscious attitudes 
and reactions of which he himself may not be 
aware. 
Are we no longer entitled the right to 
privacy and to our individual personalities? 
Here are some sample true-and-false questions 
taken from psychological and personality tests 
used by Federal agencies: 
.1 like to listen to and tell jokes in which sex 
plays a major part. 
.1 believe women ought to have as much sexual 
freedom as men. 
.1 think Lincoln was greater than Washington. 
.Sometimes I am strongly attracted by the per­ 
sonal articles of others, such as shoes, gloves, 
etc., so that I want to handle or steal them though 
I have no use for them. 
.It takes a lot of argument to convince most 
people of the truth. 
.1 have often had to take orders from someone 
who did not know as much as I did. 
.1 know who is responsible for most of my 
troubles. 
.1 believe there is a Devil and a Hell in after­ 
life. 
As Martin Gross has pointed out, most of the 
tests being used are unreliable. 
The Govern­ 
ment’s use of psychological tests for Federal 
employees constitutes “one of the most repre­ 
hensible invasions of privacy and denial of Con­ 
stitutional rights extant today,” he says. 
“ We have become a nation of snoopers,” charged 
Representative Gallagher. 
“Now the magic of 
the computer is helping to gather such a wealth 
of information. . . that all of us may some day 
stand psychologically naked.” 
The American people are becoming more and 
more aware of the inroads being made by the 
privacy invaders; they are becoming more and 
more concerned over the implications of this 
invasion; and they are making their feelings known. 
House and Senate committees have been at work 
for some time trying to unravel the often sordid 
story of privacy invasion via psychological testing 
and electronic snooping and even snooping into 
first-class mail without a search warrant. 
No 
device is being overlooked, not even the biggest 
martini olive for cocktail party eavesdropping; 
but these committees need the support and coop­ 
eration of all thoughtful Americans.

The 556-question Minnesota Multiphasic Per­ 
sonality Inventory is given students in every 
section of the country, and government and 
industry use the test to screen potential em ­ 
ployees. 
More than 700,000 copies of the test 
were sold to school boards and employers in 
the past year. 
The test has been denounced by Congressional 
investigators and by psychologists as an out­ 
rageous invasion of privacy. 
Dr. Karl Smith, 
a professor of industrial psychology at the 
University of Wisconsin, told the Senate Sub­ 
com mittee on 
Constitutional 
Rights 
that the 
MMPI is a “form of medical quackery.** 
He 
described the test as “ double-talk, double-deal­ 
ing, discriminatory, simple-minded and clap­ 
trap.** 
Junior high school students are required to 
answer true-false questions such as these: 
.My sex life is satisfactory. 
.I am very strongly attracted to members of 
my own sex. 
.I have never engaged in an unusual sex practice. 
.Christ performed m iracles such as changing 
water to wine. 
.I go to church almost every week. 
On this and other personality tests, Martin 
G ross, author of The Brain Watchers, has con­ 
ducted extensive research. 
He describes them 
as inaccurate, immoral instruments whose use 
should be prohibited by law. 
“ The extent of this testing is frightening, 
It 
is used in the selection and upgrading of men 
and women in every area of life, from m inisters 
to defense workers. 
It is used almost routinely 
in the American school system, without the 
knowledge or perm ission of parents, in an in­ 
vasion of privacy that is supported by the tax­ 
payer.** 
I Another who has directed an intensive probe 
of personality tests used in American schools 
is Cornelius Gallagher, Democratic Congress­ 
man from New Jersey. 
He says a “ Measure­ 
ment of Wants** test given California students 
asked how much money they would need to: 
.Spit on the crucifix. 
.Eat a pound of flesh. 
.Desecrate a church service. 
Another test, designed to probe the student’s 
“ moral values inventory,** sets up alternatives 
and asks the students to choose one over the 
other. Examples are: 
.Which is worse, denying the existence of God 
or hurting the feelings of a friend? 
I .Which is worse, blasphemy or using an ob­ 
scene word in referring to one’s own mother? 
.Which is worse, spitting on the Bible or 
spitting on the American flag? 
In 
Maryland, Baltimore students were given 
a test which asked wl ether any of 355 state­ 
ments applied to them. 
Typical queries, cast 
in the form of statements are: 
.Many of my dreams are about sex matters. 
.During one period when I was a youngster 
I stole things. 
.I wish I were not bothered by thoughts of sex. 
.There has been a lack of real affection and 
love in my home. 
Although given to school children throughout 
the country, these tests are shrouded in secrecy. 
Children who take the tests are admonished not 
to tell their parents the contents of the questions 
asked. 
One major firm that sells these tests warns 
in the accompanying instructions: 
“ Strict ad­ 
herence to all test security instructions is strong­ 
ly urged to prevent any security breaches and 
the serious consequences thereof.** 
Objections that sex and religion are private 
m atters of no concern to school boards and 
prospective employees have been dism issed by 
those who devise the tests. States the author of 
the MMPI tests, “ I don’t think you can live that 
way today. 
I believe that in a society that has 
to work together, our personalities impinge on 
one another. 
We all make decisions about what 
kind of people we like or don’t like. 
Tests 
are m erely tools to help make such decisions.** 
So, this kind of testing of students continues 
despite denouncement by Congressional inves­ 
tigators and psychologists that the tests are 
outrageous invasions of privacy. 
Mrs. 
Joan Zola felt the full impact of this 
psyche probing when she applied for a position 
with one of the largest government agencies in 
Washington. 
In National Review, she wrote 
about her experience during numerous inter­ 
view s, 
security checks and tests designed to 
a sse ss skills required for the government joo. 
Next came a medical examination which included 
psychological testing and an encounter with the 
MMP!. 
Having studied psychology courses in 
college, Mrs. Zola was quite familiar with most 
of the tests administered. She proceeded to give 
the “ right** 
answers to impertinent questions 
about her m orals, sex life, and attitude toward 
God. 
The last so-called test was composed of ques­ 
tions requiring essay-type answers. 
Realizing 
that her testers wanted details about her par­ 
ents* private lives, her moral convictions, more 
on her own sex life, and so forth, applicant Zola 
supplied a few short sentences, such as “ My 
mother is a good mother, ** left the rest blank, 
and closed the book. 
Next came an interview with the doctor. When 
asked why she had not answered most of the 
questions she replied that she considered such 
m atters to be none of the Agency’s business, 


since they dealt with neither her quaiiiications 
nor her loyalty, nor did they have any partic­ 
ular bearing on her moral character. 
This interview she described as one of long 
silences, interrupted by such remarks from 
the doctor as, “I see you’re a Catholic. Do 
you ever hear voices, see visions?** 
He wanted to know how she squared her moral 
principles with her sex drive, and how she fared 
romantically. 
Just to please him she made up 
a romance in Paris. She was sent back to Per­ 
sonnel; and several weeks later, to her surprise, 
she was told that she had the job. 
The Agency flew her from her home in Califor­ 
nia to Washington where she met her instructors 
and was ready to start training. 
But, oops, 
there came word from the medical section that 
she hadn’t answered all the questions. She said 
that if the job depended on answering questions 
she considered offensive, then she didn’t want 
the job. Next was a chat with yet another brain­ 
w asher, who prescribed two more days of tests. 
Mrs. Zola could figure which were the desired 
answers. 
Eventually, however, they wore her 
down to the point where she balked. When asked 
what she considered the most important thing in 
life, she ignored the psychologically-sound an­ 
swers of sex, money, and friendliness and an­ 
swered: “ Saving my soul.** Her inability to draw 
pictures elicted the doctor’s comment: “ difficulty 
depicting human beings.** 
A third doctor lectured her on her attitude. 
Mrs. Zola, a Fulbright scholar, writes of the 
interview with Doctor Number Three: 
“ . . . did I understand why they were doing 
this; what did I mean, the tests gave phony re­ 
sults, blah, blah. 
The doctor’s voice rose 
steadily and at last he fairly shouted, so help 
me, ‘Would you have any respect for us if we 
let you get away with this?** 
The folks in Personnel later told her she “ should 
have lied cooperatively like everybody else.** 
When word finally came that she was unac­ 
ceptable, Personnel offered to fly her home to 
California, or find her another job in Washington. 
Mrs. Zola’s parting shot answers a question 
about cost that bureauchiatrists will never in­ 
clude in a test: 
“ The amount of money the whole thing cost the 
taxpayers pains one, but wasn’t it worth it to have 
preserved the image of a well-adjusted Agency, 
free from surly dissidents harping on privacy?** 
Most of us today accept testing as “ voluntary.** 
Yet even psychiatrists admit that the questions 
asked on psychological questionnaires are clev­ 
erly designed to trap the subject. 
Through his 
answers he is led to reveal subconscious attitudes 
and reactions of which he himself may not be 
aware. 
Are we no longer entitled the right to 
privacy and to our individual personalities? 
Here are some sample true-and-false questions 
taken from psychological and personality tests 
used by Federal agencies: 
.I like to listen to and tell jokes in which sex 
plays a major part. 
.I believe women ought to have as much sexual 
freedom as men. 
.I think Lincoln was greater than Washington. 
.Sometimes I am strongly attracted by the per­ 
sonal articles of others, such as shoes, gloves, 
etc., so that I want to handle or steal them though 
I have no use for them. 
.It takes a lot of argument to convince most 
people of the truth. 
.I have often had to take orders from someone 
who did not know as much as I did. 
.I know who is responsible for most of my 
troubles. 
.I believe there is a Devil and a Hell in after­ 
life. 
As Martin Gross has pointed out, most of the 
tests being used are unreliable. 
The Govern­ 
ment’s use of psychological tests for Federal 
employees constitutes “one of the most repre­ 
hensible invasions of privacy and denial of Con­ 
stitutional rights extant today,*’ he says. 
“ We have become a nation of snoopers,** charged 
Representative Gallagher. 
“ Now the magic of 
the computer is helping to gather such a wealth 
of information. . . that all of us may some day 
stand psychologically naked.** 
The American people are becoming more and 
more aware of the inroads being made by the 
privacy invaders; they are becoming more and 
more concerned over the implications of this 
invasion; and they are making their feelings known. 
House and Senate committees have been at work 
for some time trying to unravel the often sordid 
story of privacy invasion via psychological testing 
and electronic snooping and even snooping into 
first-class mail without a search warrant. 
No 
device is being overlooked, not even the biggest 
martini olive for cocktail party eavesdropping; 
but these committees need the support and coop­ 
eration of all thoughtful Americans.
